The shooting of Vernon Jordan in Fort Wayne, Ind., may 
be the signal to all national prominent blacks who head 
civil rights organizations that “they should be careful,” 
said Columbus Urban League President Frank Lomax III. 

Lomax said the shooting of Jordan, who is president of 
the National Urban League, could have been a warning to 
national civil rights leaders, although the circumstances 
of the attempt on his life are not known. 

Lomax said he had talked with the national office and 


they confirmed what he had read in press reports, tnat 
Jordan is recuperating and that his condition was listed as 
serious but stable on Tuesday. Jordan was shot early 
Thursday morning as he returned to a motel after having 


_coffee at the home of a board member of the Fort Wayne 


Urban League. 

“We are carrying on the work” of the Urban League, 
Lomax said. He said his office has not been informed 
further on the shooting and he is waiting for the investiga-

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Warning Signals 


The riots in Miami, the attempt on the 
life of Vernon Jordan, and the two-faced 
attitude regarding the Cuban-Haitian 
refugees, are all warning signals that the 
civil rights war is far from being won. 

Those of our people who have achieved’ 
astable, middle-class status and are com- 
fortable in their suburban enclaves, are 
living in greater danger than they realize. 

The forces of racism, while dislodged 
from some places, are still well- 
entrenched with considerable forces that 
are sufficient to be troubiesome for some 
ime into the future. 

Complacency and apathy are our grea- 
est enemies right now. Evidence of this 
anifests itself in the low membership 
and support for such organizations as the 
AACP, the Urban League and other civil 
ights organizations. 

The Black church, stronger and larger 
han: ever before; is: less. OF 
nterested in Black affairs than ever 
before. 

In the past, most of our organizations, 
businesses and educational institutions 
started out inthe Black church. The Black 
pastor was the spiritual advisor and 
leader-of most of these endeavors. The 
church was the meeting place. The 
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The Ohio Civil Rights Commission, 
prodded by the Black Elected Democrats of 
Ohio (BEDO), has finally launched a move to 
investigate eight Ohio Utilities’ practices in 
‘the area of fair Prnploy iment of blacks and 
females.

Going Through 


‘Back Doors 


A newspaper articie on 
Fats Waller told of him be- 
ing refused hotel accomoda- _ 
tions and how he had to 
enter many night clubs 
where he was performing, 
through the back door. A 
performerentering the 
back door of the night club, 
and especially the theatre, 
was common practice for 
whites and blacks. 

That is where most per- 
formers entered and where 
the name of stage door 
Johnnies arose about men 
waiting for a date with a 
chorus girl. 

But the Waller story rings 
a very significant bell. Dur- 
ing World War Ii when we 
troops were being shipped 
from Cincinnati to Camp 


Walters, Texas, westopred — 


over at Memphis, Tenn., in 
the morning, deboarded 
and entered the railroad 
station dining room 
through the kitchen door 
and egressed back to the 
train by the same door. 
It_was very much a re- 
versed impression that we, 
black soldiers, got. We 
were going to learn how to 
fight the nation's enemy, 
but had to undergo the 
assinine Jim Crow tactics. 
-But that entering the 
back door has been a very 


‘significant part of Ameri- 


can life. All black women, 
who have. done day work, 
know that they have to 
enter via the back door. 
The practice never seemed 
right for the pattern of 
democracy -- something 
one does not hear of any- 
more-- but that blueprint of 
a nation, that levels all men 
to equal height as nationals 
remains. : 

Still, the caste system 
has always had 2 strangle 
hold on our nation, a prac- 
tice of (borfowing Hitler's 
phrase of “haves and haves 


. not”) some can and some 


cannot. 
While a student in the 


university, | had a job. at 
university club as a kind of 
night clerk and domestic 
factotum. Another black 
student worked in my place 
on off days, Friday mynt 
es Sundays. He insisted 
oW entering the club 
through the front.door on 
-coming to work. 


The manager admon- 
ished him about it repeat- 
edly. One Sunday, during a 
musical tea, with the club 
rooms full of guests, he 
entered the front door. Eve- 
ryone turned to look. The 
manager fired him there on 
the spot. Of course all other 
help, white and black, 
entered through a rear 
basement door. 


What'stings aboot it ait is 
that those wealthy white 


people and the affluent — 


professorial members of 
the club, who were always 
talking about our American 
democratic society (mean- 
ing a people of liberal atti- 
tudes) continued the old 
custom of “Big | and Little 
You: ; 
But we blacks have car- 
ried on the same practice: 
Often wonder where ser- 
vants of wealthy black folks 
enter the premises. There 
was a Classical incident 
along that line years ago in

had a house maid. 

When she went to work 
one day and entered the 
hous® through the front 
door, she was reprimanded

neighbors and they*told 
others and, so soon, the 
mortician was Out of busi- 
ness. Black folks just were 
not going to have such car- 
trying on of servants having 
to_enter through the back 
door.

1978 Judge Robert M Duncan entered a finding of 
liability against the municipal detendants in the above-named case In 
$0 holding, Judge Duncan determined that the Columbus Municipal 
Civil Service Comnussionand the City of Columbus had mamntained.# 
policy of gender-based discrimination. | 

Specifically. Judge Duncan found that the dual classification ot 
policemen and policewomen and ‘the physical agility test.used in 
determining the eligibility of applicants tor positions as police atficers 
with the Columbus Police Department unlawfully discriminated 
against females. The judge defined the plaintiffs’ class to include two 
subclasses as follows: , 
SUBCLASS ONE: Ail femaies who made or attempted to make appii- 
cation on or after January 13, 1969, dnd betore the decision in this 
action on the merits, to be officers in the Columbus Division of Police 
and who because of defendants’ discriminatory employment practi- 
ces-were not permitted to apply of who did apply and had their 
applications rejected ' 
SUBCLASS TWO: All temaies who made application on or after Jan- 
uary 13, 1980, and before the decision in this action on the merits. to 
be officers in the Columbus Division of Police and whose applications 

‘were accepted and who because of detendants’ discriminatory 
employment practices were or will be deterred trom pursuing their 
applications or were rejected for employment for failure to pass the 
physical agility examination. ‘ 

Pursuant to these findings Judge Duncan ordered the attorneys for 
both sides to meet and discuss. with the view towards agreement, the 
following: 

(a) Preparation and notice of a validated physical agility testing 
rogram 
* Fe) Preparation and ndlice of an affirmative action plan to remedy 
the practices found by the court to have been unlawtul. ‘ 
(c) The extent and nature of damages, equitable relief, and attor- 
ney fees to which plaintiffs or the members of their class or classes 
may be entitled. 


On May 12, 1988, Judge Duncan leeued the following order: 
MEMORANDUM AND ORDER 
By an order dated Oct 5, 1978, the Court found that qualified 


members of the plaintiff class are entitied to judgment on certain 
claims of sex discrimination under 42 U.S.C. §§1963 and 2000 (e). 
Thereafter the Court directed counsel for all parties to meet in an 
effort to develop an jate remedy for the violations which the 
Court found to exist. As a result of such efforts, the parties have 
submitted a joint proposed remedy, filed May 5; 1980. 

Tne Court has modified the joint proposal and incorporates it as 
amended by the Court hereinbelow. :

A 20 year old Columbus man who pretended that he 
didn't know what happened to him when he stumbied 
into a Mt. Vernon Ave. tavern with blood guzing from 
his stomach recently, made no attempt to explain a 
situation he became involved in last week.

Later at St. Anthony 
Hospital, he insisted in a CALL & POST interview that 
he didn’t know how or where he sustained the serious 
injury and he didn’t even know whether he had been 
shot or stabbed. . ; 

The last thing he remembered he was sitting in & ‘ 
chair at the Avenue Lounge, 971 Mt. Vernon Ave., he 


* contended. Noticing that he had been wounded, 
someone 


called the police, but by the time they arrived, 
Robbins had struggled down the street to the Avenue 
Shoe Shining Parior, 1057 Mt. Vernon Ave., where 
police caught up with him and rushed him to tho 


nospitai. 

Incidentally, The CALL & POST later learned that the 
Avenue Lounge was off-limits to Robbins because his 
conduct was not in keeping with the clientele the club 
catered 


to. 
in his latest encounter with the law, Robbins was at 


another place which was apparently off-limits to him or 


any other visitors at 3 a.m. And according to a police 
report, Robbins, 505 Stambaugh Ave., resented the 
fact that he had been locked out of Central Community 
House, 1251 Bryden Rd., so he broke in through a 
basement door. He was nabbed by police and charged 
with breaking and entering. Florence Suzuki, executive 
director, told police the loss was.undetermined at the 
May 22nd break in. 

~ In Municipal Court for a hearing on May 26, Robbins 
pleaded guilty after the affidavit was amended to make 
the charge an attempt breaking and entering.
